The late George Mayse Esq., of 
t!ie Warm Springs, was a sou of 
this prisoner. Eight or nine years 
after his captivity Joseph Mayse 
was a soldier in the battle of Point 
Pleasant, and was severely wound¬ 
ed. Forty six years afterwards bis 
woandod leg was amputated above 
the knee, by Dr. Charles I^wis, who 
came all the way from Lynchburg, 
and remained with his patient six 
weeks. Joseph Mayse served as 
magistrate between forty five and 
fifty years, was twice high sheriff*. 

Hi* memory was considered as re 
liable as an “official record/’ His 
health was r-uoh he was never 
known to take a dose of medicine, 
and never knew what whiskey ami 
coflee taste like. Ho died “serene 
and calm” in April. 1840, iu the 
89th year of hi* age. 

The other prisoners, the mother 
and nameless white gfrt, were ta-- 
ken to fhe Indian town* near Chili- 
cotlie, about two huurlred and sev 
enty»tive mile* from Marliuton, by 
the route taken hr their captors.—
